UNSUCCESSFUL SEASON ENDS WITH A 
12-0 LOSS TO SOMERVILLE 


A blocked kick leading to a 
touchdown and a forward pass were 
all that Somerville needed to defeat 
Rindge Tech 12 to 0 before 8500 
fans at, Russell Field, Cambridge on 
Thanksgiving morning the 55th re- 
newal of the contest. between the two 
schools. Somerville now boasts of 
23 victories; Rindge has 19. The 
remaining 13 games were ties. 

The highly touted Somerville back- 
field was kept in low gear during 


| the opening period, but they cap- 
| italized on the first break of the 


game and scored after a blocked kick. 
Rindge was caught with a fourth 
down on the Somerville 35 yard line. 
The Red and Blue forwards surged 
in on Fratto and blocked his kick. 


| The ball rolled dead on Rindge’s 46 


yard stripe. At this point Frank 
Simas tossed:a pass to Joe O’ Cal- 
laghan on the Rindge 19. Another 
pass by Simas to Hrubi brough the 


ball to the five yard line. Rindge 
fought desperately and _ stopped 
Vigoroso on the three inch line. 


One more play and Simas was over 
the goal line on a vicious plunge 
through center. 

Somerville’s second score came in 
the third period on a forward pass 
from Simas to John Karageorge. 
This touchdown was very question- 





able. About everybody on the field 
saw the Somerville player out side 
the end zone as he caught the ball 
except the officials. 

As the first half came to an end, 
Rindge put on a touchdown drive.

Our long wait is over, Rindge 
has won a football game. After 
being held scoreless for six con- 
secutive games the touchdown hun- 
gry Rindge team scored on a one 
yard plunge by Dave “Scarecrow” 
Smith. 


The touchdown was enough to 
defeat the heavier St. Clements 
team but Rindge was not satisfied 
with this. St. Clements was trying 
to strike back with its running 
plays but the Rindge line stopped 
this drive. Fullback “Mac” McCar- 
thy and halfback “Gus” Palazzo 
were going like steamrollers. 

At the end of the first half, half 
back Bill Gilbert and _ fullback 
“Buzz” Bee came in for McCarthy 
and Palazzo. Bee chewed up 20 
quick yards on the first play, then 
Gilbert plowed through/for 5 more. 
Quarterback Fratto then called the 
“Jesse Bee Special,’ Bee skirted 
around his own left end taking the 
ball to the St. Clements 10 yard 


line. This play ended the first 
half.

Rindge opened the 1947 foot- 
ball season Saturday, September 
20, by dropping its first game to 
a strong Weymouth High eleven 
at Legion Stadium, East Weymouth, 
before a crowd of 4500 enthus- 
iastic rooters, by the score of 18 
to 0. 

The Weymouth team seemed. to 
be a one man affair, and that man, 





a transfer from Boston Latin 
School. Lucky for Weymouth that 
Art Garcia, right half back, and 


his family decided to move to Wey- 
mouth. It was Garcia who tallied 
the only two touchdowns against 
Rindge. 

Early in the second period the 
strong Weymouth team crossed 
the Rindge goal line. Ronnie Smith, 
left half back of Weymouth set 
the stage when he kicked out of 
bounds on Rindge’s five yard line. 
On the second Rindge play right 
halfback, Al Collins, fumbled and 
left guard, Niel Russo of Wey- 
mouth pounced on the ball. After 
Smith lost two yards, little Jimmy 
Coveny, quarterback of Weymouth 
calmly faded back to the 18 yard 
tine and fired a perfect strike into 
the arms of Garcia who was wait- 
ing in the left corner of the end 
zone. Ed. DeLuca’s attempt to kick 
the extra point failed.

He has been with us ever since, 
except for a year served in the Air 
Coprs in World War I. any eviden- 
ces of his handiwork may be seen in 
various parts of the building.

FIRST FORGE SHOP 
TEACHER PASSED AWAY 














1889-—1947 


Some members of the Rindge Fac- 
ulty recall one of their very fine 
associates, Mr. Telfer, who retired 
in 1927. He was the first man to 
hold the position of Instructor of 
Blacksmithing, a position he assumed 
July 15, 1889, the year after the 
school was founded. 

He was considered as being the 
best man in the country in this kind 
of work, many fine examples of 
which are found in varoius parts 
of the school today, and a wrought 
iron specimen of a full grown rose 
is in the box in the cornerstone of 
the present Rindge Building. 

Mr. Telfer after thirty-eight years 
of teaching was described as “an 
artist in his profession—as_ strong 
as iron, as true as steel—a man who 
forged links of friendship which 
unite the youth of the past with the 
men of today.” This is a perfect 
tribute to a splendid person. 


All those who came in contact with 
Mr. Telfer respected him ,and ad- 
mired his skill. 


After leaving Rindge, he enjoyed 
twenty years of very active, useful 
and, enjoyable retirement. 


Mr. Telfer passed away on Fri- 
day, November 7, 1947 at the en- 
viable age of ninety years.

Looking over the totals of the five classes we find that 119 
boys have attained an average of 75% or better for the marking 
period. gain of 32 over the last Honor Roll.

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SEVENTH IN*STATE MEET

‘The Thirty-First Annual Indoor 
State Meet took place in the Boston 
Garden on Saturday, February 7, 
1948 while one of the largest crowds 
ever to watch ‘a schoolboy track 
meet in this State looked on with a 
growing interest for the sport. 


Due to the large number of schools 
in the State, the Athletic Committee 
beginning this year divided’ the 
schools and classified them according 
to size into four classes starting 
with Class A as the top teams and 
working down to Class b. 

There are 18 schools in Class A 
epee. Rindge and 52 schools in 
all. 

The four classes were all close in 
competition with Class A leading hte 
most exciting race for the State 
Championship. After the last relay

uring the month of March, students, faculty and employees 
of Rindge Technical School lined up for free chest X-rays 


at a portable unit stationed in the Cambridge High and Latin 
Scto0l, under the joint sponsorship of the State and City Health 


Departments andsthe School Department. 


Concurrently, a Com- 


munity Chest X-ray survey was beginning, under the sponsorship 
of the two health departments and the Cambridge Tuberculosis 


and Health Assocation. 


With 80,000 X-rays as the goal 
of this campaign, officials point 
to the need for publicizing the value 
of the chest pictures in every possible 
way. Students are urged to explain 
to their families and neighbors the 
simplicity of the procedure, which 
is offered as a health check-up, and 
which involves no undressing and 
almost ‘no waiting. Confidential re- 
ports will be mailed to everyone 
within three to six weeks from the 
time of his X-ray. 

The Cambridge campaign is part 
of the nationa! drive to wipe out 
tuberculosis in 1967. Medical au- 
thorities state that this would he 
possible if everyone over the age of 


| 16, regardless of his apparent health, 


would have a chest X-ray once a 
year,—so that any beginning disease 
might be caught early and treated 
immediately. 

“It’s just like having your pic- 
ture taken,” states the little pam- 
phlet being mailed to Cambridge 
householders, “but it’s quicker and 
easier—and it pays much _ bigger 
dividends........ It’s a grand and 
glorious feeling to know you’re O. K.” 

At one time or another between 
now and the end of May, the fol- 
lowing locations will have been vis- 
ited by one of the two mobile units 
loaned to the city by the State 
Health Department.

Everyone over the age of 15, ex- 
cept students of public or parochial 
high schools, is urged to enroll for 


an X-ray, either through suth a 
representative, or at Room 202 in 
the City Hall. Enrollments may 


be telephoned to TR 6-6300, Exten- 
sion 4 or 44. 

Anyone who lives or works in 
Cambridge is eligible for this free 
check-un which  ordinarilly costs 
from $10.00 to $15.00. Many Camb- 
ridge industries and small busin- 
esses are signing up their workers, 
but anyone may enroll individually.
